David Lew is, federal leader of 
the New Democratic party, 
and his charges of a “cor¬ 
porate tax rip-off.'' 

Statistics Canada reported 
that corporations in Canada 
paid $103 million less in taxes 
during 1970 than in 1969. It 
said the main reason for the 
drop was a decline in cor¬ 
porate profits. 

Both the government and 
opposition parties can thus 
find arguments in the new fig¬ 
ures. 

The government may |X)inl 
to the decline in corporate 
profits, saying that this shows 
grants and tax deferments 


at the expense of the average 
Canadian taxpayer.” 

He told reporters Tuesday 
in Edmonton that continued 
high unemployment shows the 
tax systetn has not succeeded 
in its goal of creating jobs. 

However, Finance Minister 
John Turner told a Timmins, 
Ont., audience Monday that 
NDP policies would turn 
northern mining communities 
into ghost towns. 

He said federal incentive 
grants and subsidies have 
provided the jobs that made 
Timmins the mining capital of 
the north. 

“Mr. Lewis would turn this 
town into a ghost town if he 
implemented his policies.

LONDON (CP)

to steal radioactive plutonium from power plants 
and convert it into bombs. 

Prof. Joseph Rotblat of London, secretary of 
the six-day Pugwash conference which ended its 
closed meeting at Oxford University Tuesday, said 
Wednesday this concern was expressed by many 
delegates who called for a special international 
organization to deal with the threat. 

The spread of nuclear power plants, to he aug¬ 
mented shortly by fast-breeder reactors, was a 
major topic at the conference attended by 200 East- 
West delegates. The conference lakes its name from 
the first gathering in Nova Scotia in 1957. 

Rotblat told a London reporter that guerrillas 
might be able to produce their own nuclear bomb 
and use it for blackmail. 

"Once you have got hold of a sufficient amount 
of plutonium the method of exploding it might not 
be very efficient—hut it would still he a nuclear 
explosion,'' he said;

Pollard said he “gave up 
hope" of getting out alive and 
started taking deep breaths of 
the heavy smoke. 

He said he fell, was moved 
back up the steps by the 
crowd and when he looked up 
spotted a window which he 
smashed and crawled out of. 

“I don’t remember anything 
after that until I was on Union 
Street breathing again about 
three minutes after fire broke 
out,” he said. 

The inquiry, which would 
hear testimony from 
witnesses, officially Is being 
held into eircuifistances sur¬ 
rounding the death of one of 
the victims, 18-year-old Re- 
jean Lajoie.

But gon¬ 
orrhea has caused my hus¬ 
band and me grief, a jiossibil- 
ity that we may never have 
children of our own. and very 
expensive medical bills.

It on, is that it just isn’t worth 
iU. One moment of fun can 
bring years of grief. 

I don’t believe in free love 
or sex outside of marriage, 
but my one mistake has real¬ 
ly cost me. 

Please. Dr. Thosteson, tell 
the kids of today that It isn’t 
wortl} the grief, tell them, 
even if they are planning 
marriave, to wait, ns they 
may marry someone else, and 
marriage takes a lot of w irk 
without added problems.

BELFAST (CP) — A 
rioting Protestant mob 
rampaged through a 
country town Wednes¬ 
day while gunmen raided 
a Roman Catholic tavern 
in Belfast and shot a 
man dead. 

Police laid men burst into a 
pub in Belfast’s Upper Spring- 
Meld Road and opened (ire. 
Two people enjoying an eve¬ 
ning drink were hit. One was 
killed Immediately and the 
other wounded. 

The slaying carried North¬ 
ern Ireland’s three-year death 
toll to SS5. This year alone 342 
people are known to have 
been killed. / 

The shooting followed a riot 
at Carrickfergus to County 
Antrim. Protestant youths 
wrecked shops, attacked a 
railway station and tried to 
bum down city hall. 

In Belfast, a Protestant mil¬ 
itant leader, Rev. Ian Paisley, 
put another damper on the 
British government's hopes of 
holding an all-party political 
conference to decide on the 
future of Northern Ireland. 


WASHINGTON - Maurice 
Stalls, finance chairman of 
President Nixon’s campaign 
organization, Wednesday de¬ 
nied any role in' funnelling 
campaign funds through Mex¬ 
ico and claimed he did not 
know the Identity of donors 
who gave 1*9,000 from that 
country.

The com¬ 
mittee report said the purpose 
of such a transfer was to 
cloak the identity of large 
campaign donors. R said 
some of the funds may have 
come from a Mexican attor¬ 
ney, a violation of federal 
elections law.

JERUSALEM (UPI) — 
Israeli newspapers indicated 
Wednesday that Israel would 
make good on prime Minister 
Golda Meir’a vow to strike 
back at Arab terrorists 
"wherever we can" If their 
attacks continue. 

At the same time, state-con¬ 
trolled newspapers in Egypt 
said Israel is preparing new 
attacks on Syria and Lebanon. 
They called for a joint Arab 
plan to confront the United 
States and end its support of 
Israel. 

* Libyan Foreign Minister 
Mans our Khekhiw also called 
for an all-out Arab war 
against Israel and an econom¬ 
ic war against the Western 
countries that support the 
Jewish state. 

Asked in an Interview by 
the Middle East News Agency 
about the recent Israeli at¬ 
tacks against Syria and Le¬ 
banon, Khekhia said: 

"There is no logical answer 
to these aggressions except 
the use of force and launching 
an all-out war against the in¬ 
truding entity (Israel), be¬ 


cause our position is that of 
legitimate self-defence.” 

He said the Arabs should 
use the "economic weapon" 
— including oil — against the 
countries which support 
Israel. 

Damascus Radio said 
Syrian warplanes intercepted 
Israeli jet fighters over the 
Israel-Syria border and shot 
one down Wednesday. Resi¬ 
dents of southern Lebanon 
said four Israeli jets flew over 
the border area on the way to¬ 
ward the occupied Golaif 
Heights of Syria. 

In Tel Aviv, a military 
spokesman denied the Syrian 
reports. He said: "We deny it 
—nothing of the sort took placfc 
—no dogfight, no encounter, no 
plane shot down." 

The Palestine news agency 
in Beirut, which speaks for 
the Palestine guerrilla organi¬ 
zations, said two flights of two 
Israeli warplanes carried^ out 
separate photographic-refcon- 
naissance missions over 
Beirut International Airport 
and two Palestinian refugee 
camps in the Lebanese capi¬ 
tal. It linked the overflights to 
Mrs. Meir's warning. 


Israelis Knew 
Of Raid Plan 


TEL AVIV (UPI) — An In¬ 
formed source said Wednes¬ 
day both Israel and Germany 
had advance warnings of the 
guerrilla assault on the Israeli 
Olympic team in which 11 
Israelis were killed. 

The Israeli government has 
.launched a top-level investiga¬ 
tion into why Israeli authori¬ 
ties did not act on the infor¬ 
mation, the source said. 

"We had enough advance 
information, as much as the 
German government did, to 
take the proper precautions," 
the source said. 

He could not explain why 
the Arab guerrilla raiders still 
succeeded.

at Democratic headquarters 
last June 17. 

Stans, in his statement 
Wednesday, denied that he 
“knew of and approved com¬ 
plex plans to transfer funds 
from contributors to Mexican 
banks and then to the (Nixon 
committee).’’ 


He released a Sept 5 letter 
to Representative Wright Pat¬ 
man (D—Tex.), chairman of 
the House banking and cur¬ 
rency committee, which Stans 
wrote when Patman asked 
him to clarify earlier state¬ 
ments to committee investiga¬ 
tors. 

“I do not know the names of 
the donors of the $89,000,” 
Stans wrote. “That being the 
case, I cannot of course dis¬ 
close their names to your 
committee.” 

However, GAO officials, 
after interviewing Stans, , said 
in their own report Aug. 26: 

“Mr. Stans has told us that 
the four cheques (totaling 
$89,000) were .. . from donors 
in Texas who wished to re¬ 
main anonymous, and there¬ 
fore would not disclose their 
names.”

'T’HE STRIKING DIFFERENCE between the 
A approaches of Canadian political leaders to the 
pre-election electorate was never more apparent 
than in the key-note speeches made on Tuesday 
night 

Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau chose to adopt 
an emotional pasture, making federalism an imme¬ 
diate issue and thumping out the music of the cul¬ 
tural theme that a good many Canadians will find 
discordant. 

No doubt, as he says, Quebec needs Canada 
and Canada needs Quebec for the fuller develop¬ 
ment of the two main cultures. But at this point in 
history Canadians are probably rather more con¬ 
cerned with earning enough reward to meet the 
steadily rising cost of living and the consistently 
heavier tax levies than with the respective merits 
of Voltaire and Shakespeare. 

Both Robert Stanfield, the Progressive Con¬ 
servative leader, and David Lewis, of the New 
Democratic Pary, prefer to wrestle with the bread- 
and-butter problems of the country at this time. 
Both are more concerned with the half million un¬ 
employed Canadians and the necessity for revamp¬ 
ing the whole national economic structure than 
with culture or federalism. 

They possibly assume that a prosperous nation 
has a better chance of survival and for the natural 
evolution of its culture than one where nearly 7 per 
cent of the working population dispiritedly look for 
jobs. 

Both Mr. Stanfield and Mr. Lewis are keen on 


tax reform. But whereas the NDP leader appears 
to base his economic formula on the theory that 
business and industry are not paying their share, 
Mr. Stanfield would continue incentive policy and 
immediately cut personal income tax, and in¬ 
troduce wage and price controls as a temporary 
means of halting inflation, to boot. 

He .would also abolish the hateful 12 per cent 
tax on building materials and insure that the sav¬ 
ing was passed on to the home-buyer. 

All parties to the left of Mr. Speaker, in¬ 
cluding the Creditistes under Real Caouette, are 
pledged to the improvement of security for old age 
pensioners. Mr. Trudeau is satisfied .the govern¬ 
ment has done enough for them. 

These, roughly, were the positions taken at 
Tuesday’s opening of the ritual wooing of the elec¬ 
torate. 

It is true, of course, that the government is 
now eager to podr some $45 million into disastrous¬ 
ly-delayed development of the Pacific ports and has 
promised, if re-elected, to make the local initiatives 
program a permanent part of the federal structure. 

But by and large, the Liberal leadership — if 
not the rank and file — is satisfied its policies are 
correct as well as irreproachable. Mr. Trudeau has 
chosen, in his own words, to stand on his record of 
the past four years. 

For most it is wholly negative from an eco¬ 
nomic point of view, and for many it is unrealistic, 
extravagant, and indulgent of the minority in the 
country from the cultural. 


Development Policy 


O NE OF THE MOST^IMPORTANT recom¬ 
mendations in the B.C. Energy Board’s report 
is that a cabinet member be appointed with author¬ 
ity to force B.C. Hydro to adhere to government 
policies in power development, and that Hydro 
should have a general manager and no longer a 
five-member executive committee. For too long 
conflicting hands have been on the Hydro tiller, 
and the people of British Columbia have been un¬ 
able to determine which way it might go. An out¬ 
standing instance has been the issue of nuclear or 
other thermal power for Vancouver Island, with 
Premier W. A. C. Bennett firmly opposed to a 
nuclear plant and Dr. Gordon Shrum, the Hydro 
chairman, persistently in favor of one. 

With the presentation of tthe energy board’s 
report, the argument continues, although no longer 
with Mr. Bennett as one of the chief participants. 
The majority of the board disagreed with the find¬ 
ings of consultants and recommended that Van¬ 
couver Island have a nuclear plant by 1981, when 
the need for energy is expected to warrant either 
the building of a thermal station or neiy transmis¬ 
sion lines from the mainland. But one member, Dr. 
Hugh Keenleyside, former co-chairman of Hydro, 
dissented. His main points were that power from a 
nuclear plant would be unduly expensive, and that 


the “carefully chosen and widely experienced con¬ 
sultants” had recommended against it. 

Possibly the new Barrett government will 
have thoughts akin to those of Dr. Keenleyside. 
Several years remain before a decision must be 
made. Extensions to two existing Campbell River 
stations and the addition of a new project on the 
Kokish River on the upper Island, together with 
the transmission of more power over the subma¬ 
rine cables from the mainland, are calculated to 
meet the demands until nine years from now. And 
in the interval, there is always the spark of hope 
that a new, clean and wonderfully inexpensive 
method of generating electricity through atomic 
fusion rather than fission will be devised. 

The government might decide that its policy 
should be based on the advice of the consultants 
(rather than that of Dr. Shrum and the other ma¬ 
jority members of the energy board) that “British 
Columbia should first develop its economically at¬ 
tractive sources of hydro and conventional thermal 
power, and postpone its entry into the nuclear 
power field while taking advantage of further ad¬ 
vances in technology.” If so, the province should 
not be left with the premier saying one thing, the 
Hydro chairman another, and perhaps a couple of 
ministers wobbling about in the middle.

The Lipizzans 

On Aug. 12 there appeared 
in your paper an article by 
Erith Smith in connection 
with the recent Lipizzan Stal¬ 
lion Show held in Victoria. 
Your reporter interviewed a 
Mr. Ostcrmaier. a member of 
the show, who made the 
somewhat surprising state¬ 
ment that. "The base school 
of the Lipizzans was smug¬ 
gled ou£ of Austria to Spain to 
escape the advancing Rus¬ 
sians. 

This was followed by the as¬ 
sertion that "They give their 
shows on Sundays only in 
Spain and boxes at ringside 
are held permanently by fam¬ 
ilies that never miss a show. 
Through the week the place is 
profitably filled by people who 
simply come to see the train¬ 
ing sessions." The reader 
w >uld gather from this some¬ 
what garbled wording which I 


am quoting verbatim from the 
text that the Spanish Riding 
School of Vienna is now locat¬ 
ed in Spain. This, of course, is 
nonsense. Either Mr. Oster- 
maier was misquoted, or else 
he must be very badly in¬ 
formed. 

The Spanish Riding School, 
after being evacuated from 
Vienna during the closing 
stages of the war because of 
the advancing Red Army, 
oame under the protection of 
the U.S. forces in Austria 
commanded by General Mark 
Clark. Thanks to him and to 
General Patton (who was 
himself a keen horseman) it 
was also possible to move the 
Lipizzan Stud with the brood 
mares and young stock to the 
U.S. sector of Austria under 
military escort 

The stallions of the Spanish 
Riding School returned to 
Vienna soon after the end of 
the Red Army occupation. 
The school, housed as before 
in the stables of the Imperial 
Hofburg Palace, training and 
performing in the magnificent 
baroque riding school, con¬ 
tinues to be a major attrac¬ 
tion for tourists. The daily 
training sessions begin at 9 
a.m. and the queues in the 
summer months start forming 
up before that. While the 
Spanish Riding School has vi¬ 
sited this continent on several 
occasions (New York, Toron¬ 
to, Harrisburg and probably 
other large centres) it has not, 
to my knowledge visited ei¬ 
ther Victoria or Vancouver. 
The name "Lipizzan comes 
from a village "Lipizza"* 
near Trieste, formerly belong¬ 
ing to Austria, where in 1562 
the original stud of the 
Spanish horse was established 
by the Emperor Maximilian I. 
Breeds of similar type, based 
on the Spanish horse, did ap¬ 
pear in other parts of Europe 
in the 17th and 18th century. 
However, the Spanish School 


of Riding founded and main¬ 
tained by the emperors of 
Austria developed a high de¬ 
gree of perfection, based on a 
tradition of training une¬ 
qualled anywhere else in the 
world.

Sino-Soviet Frontier Quarrel 
Still Hot Below the Surface 


r E great Sino - Soviet 
quarrel has been thrown 
into relative shad >w by the 
pyrotechnic blaze of President 
Nixon's visits to Peking and 
Moscow. America seems to 
have grasped the initiative, 
leaping over the barricades of 
ancient quarrels and render¬ 
ing them anachronistic. 

This is deceptive. While the 
Nixonian diplomatic rockets 
arch and flash in the sky, 
relations between the Soviet 
Union and China remain—in 
their relatively dark comer of 
world attention—frighteningly 
bad. 


The row over the admission 
of Bangladesh to the United 
Nations, with China obstruct¬ 
ing the new state's entry until 
conditions set by Pakistan 
have been satisfied, is only 
the latest occasion for bad 
feeling. Komsomolskaya Prav- 
da accused Oiina of "demago¬ 
gy in foreign policy . . . meant 
to conceal the Chinese leader¬ 
ship’s great-power strategy.” 
An article in Komunist re¬ 
peats that Maoism "repre¬ 
sents a petty-bourgeois na¬ 
tionalistic trend whose roots 
go back into the past history 
of China." Attempts in the 
West to defend Mao's form of 
government as socialism 
"rank among the most vicious 
falsifications of bourgeois pro¬ 
paganda." 

Nothing has more annoyed 
the Russians recently than the 
Chinese leaks in recent weeks 
to Western media about the 
"crimes" of Lin Piao, as a 
traitor to China* who was in 
the servee of Moscow and had 
the intention — with Soviet 
backing — of assassinating the 
Great Helmsman himself. 
This is especially galling for 
the Russians, who last year 
took the calculated risk of 
leaking to the same imperial¬ 
ist organs of falsification the 
st iry of Lin Piao’s death in an 
air crash in Mongolia, ap¬ 
parently on his way to seek 
refuge in the Soviet Union. 
Somehow the Chinese have 
managed to use the same 
story and make it more da¬ 
maging to Russia than to 
China. 

★ ★ ★ 

The monotonous game of 
accusing each other of mak¬ 
ing common cause with impe¬ 
rialism goes on. The Russians 
recently brought out a new 
magazine called Far Eastern 
Problems whose second 
number contains a well-aimed 
swipe at the late Edgar Snow, 
that extraordinary American 
.journalist who "discovered" 
Mao and Chinese communism 
after the Long March in 
Yenan. and through his writ¬ 
ings brought them to the at¬ 
tention of an astonished and 
impressed world. 

Snow, according to the mag¬ 
azine. was actually just a 
bourgeois journalist out to

pull the wool over the eyes of 
honest socialists by telling 
them that Mao was a great 
communist leader of the stat¬ 
ure of Lenin. In turn, Mao 
was using Snow "for extreme¬ 
ly far-reaching designs and 
ambitious dreams." He want¬ 
ed. through Edgar Snow, not 
only to build up an image 
abroad but above all to lay 
the foundations of a part¬ 
nership with the United States 
directed against the Soviet 
Union. Snow (who for most of 
the post-war period was re¬ 
garded by the state depart¬ 
ment as a dangerous commu¬ 
nist pro|>agandist. until Pres¬ 
ident Nixon read his books 
and sent him respectful mes¬ 
sages during his last illness 
this year) is alleged t> have 
been a powerful influence in 
American foreign policy. 

The quarrel can be illus¬ 
trated by a long list of specif¬ 
ic grievances, most of them 
Russian: the visit of Dr. Gcr- 
hard Schroeder, the West Gero 
man Christian Democrat poli¬ 
tician. to China; the resent¬ 
ment at Japanese contacts 


with China; the Soviet fury 
over Chinese interest in the 
Common Market; the accusa¬ 
tions that China prevented the 
landing of Russian supplies 
f;r Vietnam on Chinese soil 
during the blockade of Hanoi. 
> But one of the most ominous 
protests has been the affair of 
the new Chinese Atlas of the 
World. 

★ ★ ★ 

The atlas has not yet been 
seen in the West. So far, infor¬ 
mation about it comes only 
from the furious criticisms in 
the Soviet press. But it seems 
to be composed of almost as 
many pages of text as of 
maps. An article In Izvestia 
accuses the Chinse of every 
kind of error and distortion, 
from slighting Mongolian in¬ 
dependence through ignoring 
the socialist revolution in 
Cuba to putting inverted 
commas round the words 
"economic integration" when 
they describe Comecon, the 
Moscow-dominated economic 
grouping. 

A particularly bitter pas¬ 
sage in the Izvestia article re¬ 


bukes the Chinese for claim¬ 
ing that the Aigun and Ili 
Treaties, which defined the 
Sino-Soviet b rder in the 19th 
century, were "unequal trea¬ 
ties." The atlas, the article 
alleges, claims one and a half 
million square kilometres of 
"age-old Soviet territory." 

This seems to be an exag¬ 
geration of what the Chinese 
arc asking for in the border 
quarrel. They have always ar¬ 
gued, on extemely strong evi¬ 
dence, that the "unequal trea¬ 
ties" were forced upon a wea¬ 
kened Chinse empire by an 
imperialist Russia anxious t> 
take part in the carve-up of 
China. But they have only de¬ 
manded relatively small fron¬ 
tier corrections in the talks 
which have been going on in 
the three years since open 
fighting between Soviet and 
Chinese troops broke out 
along the Ussuri River. Given 
the current lieat of the propa¬ 
ganda war, it seems possible 
that the atlas affair is a warn¬ 
ing that the Soviet Union is 
about to take a very much 
tougher line at the frontier 
talks, or to break them off al¬ 
together. 


Among European Partners 


Defence a High Priority 


F RENCH Foreign Minister 
Maurice Schumann, has 
been visiting Bonn and Lon¬ 
don as part of preparations 
now being made for the Euro¬ 
pean Summit meeting due to 
be held in Paris on October 
19. 

The Summit — of heads of 
governments of the six 
present Common Market 
countries and the four coun¬ 
tries, Britain, Norway. Den¬ 
mark and Ireland, who are 
expected to join the market 
on January, 1973 will not 
officially include the future 
defence of Western Europe on 
its agenda. Although the Eu¬ 
ropean Economic Comnuirilty 
countries now have organized 
ministerial discussions on 
foreign policy, they have no 
arrangements for similar 
talks on defence. This is part¬ 
ly because France and the 
others have different ideas 
about how far defence should 
be co-ordinated, and how far 
it should remain within the 
framework of the North At¬ 
lantic Treaty Organization. 
Moreover, among the ten, Ire¬ 
land is nqt a member of 
NATO, but neutral. 

★ ★ ★ 

Nevertheless, future ar¬ 
rangements for the defence of 
Western Eurojie are inevita¬ 
bly connected with any talks 
about the future political de¬ 
velopment of the EEC and of 
its relations with the rest of

the world, especially the Unit¬ 
ed States and Russia. In this 
respect the imminent expan¬ 
sion of the EEC is not the 
only factor now stimulating 
new thought in the European 
capitals about continental de¬ 
fence and security. 

There are two other impor¬ 
tant factors. One is the pres¬ 
sure in the United States for a 
withdrawal of at least part of 
the American forces in 
Europe a pressure which 
would be all the greater if 
Senator McGovern becomes 
the next president. The other 
is the development of the 
East-West detente, through 
the U.S.-Soviet strategic arms 
limitation talks agreement on 
limiting nuclear arms, the 
probability of a European se¬ 
curity conference next year 
and the prospect of talks be¬ 
tween NATO and the Warsaw 
Pack countries on reducing 
the forces on both sides in 
Central Europe, known in dip¬ 
lomatic jargon as mutual bal¬ 
anced force reductions. 

These two factors tend to 
have conflicting effects on Eu¬ 
ropean defence policy. A 
trend towards American with¬ 
drawal means that European 
governments might have to 
find more money and perhaps 
more men to replace the 
American forces. At the same 
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time the trend towards de¬ 
tente makes European public 
opinion inclined to press for 
less defence expenditure, not 
more. 

The European interest is to 
resolve this dilemma by mak¬ 
ing sure that defence policy 
and detente diplomacy go 
hand in hand. 

They want to promote the 
detente with the Soviet Union 
for political as much as mili¬ 
tary reasons but at the same 
time they do not and this 
includes France, despite her 
withdrawal from NATO's in¬ 
tegrated system — want to 
weaken the American alliance 
and especially the nuclear 
commitment of the United 
States to the defence of 
Europe. 

★ ★ ★ 

For this reason the Europe¬ 
an member* of NATO are 
now ooncemed to see that any 
talks with the Russians on 
troop reductions should be in 
close parallel with the holding 
of the European Security Con¬ 
ference. They do not want the 
talks to be part of a straight 
U.S.-Soviet military deal 
springing from the Moscow 
summit understanding be¬ 
tween Mi*. Brezhnev and 
President Nixon. 

At first it seemed as if Mr. 
Nixon had been promised by 
the .Soviet leaders that reduc¬ 
tions would be in parallel with 
the security conference. Now 
the Europeans are worried by 
signs that the Russians may 
be changing their minds and 
trying to put the cuts off until 
after the security conference. 

It seems probable, however, 
that eventually a compromise 
will be reached by which ex¬ 
ploration of the possibility of 
talks on troop cuts would 
begin at about the same time 
as preparatory talks in Hel¬ 
sinki on Nov. 22 on,the hold¬ 
ing of a European Security 
Conference. In any case, ev¬ 
eryone knows nothing serious 
can be done in either sphere 
until after the U.S. elections 
in November and perhaps not 
until after the German parlia¬ 
mentary elections a few 
weeks later.

Needs Someone on the Ball

Once young Tim Fagen had 
a foreman telling him what to 
do — like any other machine 
oper a t o r at the General Elec¬ 
tric Company plant here, and 
like practically all blue-collar 
work e r* in factories in North 
America and other countries 
as well. 

But there’s no foreman in 
Fagen’s life now. Tim is one 
of a small band of workers in 
a pilot project at the plant 
who schedule their own work, 
set up their own timecards. 
He didn’t like his old fore¬ 
man, but he does like his new 
freedom. 

In the immaculate kitchen 
of his own home, shooing his 
two small daughters away tq 
his wife, he said that his job 
had originally been set up so 
that anyone could perform it: 
pushing the buttons on a huge 
green machine which used 
tapes pre-programmed by 
computer to direct the lathing 
of machine parts for jet en¬ 
gines. 

"But,” he said, "they found 
out they had to have someone 
on the ball." The tapes, it 
turned out, often weren’t pro¬ 
grammed properly. Foremen, 
he said, began getting tough 
... "We began to lay down on 
the job. So they started the 
pilot program. Now we use 
our own ambition: If you 
want to, you can do it...” 

Fagen is one of 63 men who 
have taken part in the now 
four-year-old pilot project at 
the GE plant. Its aim: to 
make workers happier, and 
thus, hopefully, more produc¬ 
tive, by giving them more re¬ 
sponsibility. Their pay also 
went up. They operate free of 
any supervision except for 
two "directors,” a euphe¬ 
mism for company personnel 
who can be consulted for help 
or supplies when needed. 

The project is one of a 
small but increasing number 
of experiments in "job enrich¬ 
ment” around the world — at 
firms including Chrysler Cor¬ 
poration, Northwestern Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph, Coming 
Glass Works, Texas In¬ 
struments, Polaroid Corpora¬ 
tion, Fiat of Italy, Saab of 
Sweden. 

Although there have been 
problems and a decision is to 
be made soon on whether to 
continue and-or expand the 
GE project, it underlines 
some basic thinking today. 

The idea of making the job 
itself more pleasing and satis¬ 
fying to the worker is not a 
new one. Experiments of this 
kind were tried on assembly 
lines in the 1920s. But it is 
seen by many industrial socio¬ 
logists and apparently by 
many corporations as espe¬ 
cially necessary these days 
when the new younger work 
force seems to be showing 
some of the same restlessness 
as Its college peers. 

(Hie International Union of 
Electrical Workers, whose 
Local 201 represents the Lynn 
GE plant, held a Young 
Worker’s Institute last year to 
explore the problems of young 
workers vis-a vis the uniin.)

While young workers proba¬ 
bly always have been more 
foot-loose than their elders, 
the current crop, raised in a 
more secure era, seem far 
lees afraid of losing their 
Jobs. Turnover and absen¬ 
teeism in plants with large 
numbers of young workers — 
notably In the auto industry — 
Is reported to be high. 

Union and company of¬ 
ficials and young workers in¬ 
terviewed by this and other 
reporters agree that the 
young blue-collar worker 
today is extrasensitive to dis¬ 


cipline. Fagen, who has 
worked for GE almost contin¬ 
uously since he graduated 
from high school in Lynn, re¬ 
calls the situation in his area 
of the plant before the pilot 
program: 

"You’d have a foreman 
who’s harassing the guys, and 
the young stewards would 
say, ‘He’d better shape up or 
we’ll walk out.’ There were a 
lot of small walkouts. The 
young guys stick together, but 
the older guys say ‘We’ve 
been here 20 or 30 years and 
we don't want trouble.’ ” 

There is little agreement 
among those who have stud¬ 
ied the concept of work satis¬ 
faction on whether the solu¬ 
tion to youthful worker unrest 
is higher pay, more benefits 
— or job enrichment. Two 
well-known experts, Dr. 
Harold Sheppard and Neal 
Herrick, argue in their forth-, 
coming book, Where Have All 
the Robots Gone? based on 
two large-scale surveys, that 
young workers are more con- ■* 
cerned with interesting work 
than with higher pay. 

The book is due to come out 
this month, and is published 
by Free Press-Mac Mil lan. 
Sheppard is staff social scien¬ 
tist with the Upjohn Institute 
of Employment and Research 
in Washington, D.C. Herrick 
is with the labor department. 


In the GE experiment, now 
at a turning point with both 
labor and management to de¬ 
cide its future, both sides are 
grappling with basic ques¬ 
tions : 

What really does motivate 
workers (young and old)? Do 
workers really want more re¬ 
sponsibility, and if they get it, 
can they discipline them¬ 
selves? Can management re¬ 
main within traditional lines 
and still cope with self¬ 
managing workers? How far 


can this concept be expanded 
within a plant? Can the whole 
plant "run itself?” 

The GE program was start¬ 
ed because the company was 
getting unsatisfactory output 
in 1968 from its highly com¬ 
plex and cxpensi\je tape ma¬ 
chines, each operated by one 
man, which use the pro¬ 
grammed tapes to direct the 
lathing of the jet-engine parts. 
Turnover in the work area 
was high. *•' 

Until that time, the machine 
operators had been consid¬ 
ered "button pushers,” with 
the brainwork done upstairs 
by programmers and ana¬ 
lysts. But since the tapes 
were often not properly pro¬ 
grammed. “we weren’t get¬ 
ting good output or quality 
level,” says company labor- 
relations manager Ray Hol¬ 
land. 

Suddenly, Holland says, the 
company faced a choice: 
Would it ‘‘make the guys into 
bigger button pushers” by 
putting more technical per¬ 
sonnel into the planning end 
of the jobs, or would it “ask 
the operators what they could 
contribute — in tooling, main¬ 
tenance, or whatever?” 

The company chose the lat¬ 
ter. At first the union and the 
workers involved were skep¬ 
tical. The union feared a dis¬ 
guised speed-up in production 
(a reason given by some of¬ 
ficials of other unions for op¬ 
posing such experiments in 
other plants). “People didn’t 
want to disrupt their lives and 
families for some crazy 
scheme,” recalls young union 
steward Pete Teel, a "pilot 
member and now one of the 
program's'biggest boosters. 

When the program began 
with 21 men, no foreman, six 
machines, a 10 per cent pay 
boost for its members, and 
even new uniforms, other 
union members made fun of 
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—Monitor eketch by Gene Leneiev 


One of the major problems 
was discipline. “There were 
too many on the job who 
would skip off and get load¬ 
ed,” says Tim Fagen. When i 
the company felt discipline I 
was getting too lax, they 
asked the men to set up their 
own policing committee. “But 
nobody wanted to play cop,” 
says Teel. Gradually, he-says, 
the workers found "other 
ways of handling the problem. 
One guy never started till 9 
a.m. so one day we stood ! 
around his machine and ! 
stayed there till 9 a.m. He got 
the message." 

The men began having 
“group meetings with a lot of 
name-calling sessions and get¬ 
ting things off our chests.” 
Still, the company finally res¬ 
cinded the men’s right to go 
to lunch without punching a 
time card because of abuses. 

With the program at a turn¬ 
ing point, some of the workers 
express ambivalence about its 
future. Fagen. though visibly 
pleased that he and his co¬ 
horts have shown the com¬ 
pany they can handle mana¬ 
gerial responsibilities, says, 
“I’m in it (the program) to 
make money. I don’t care 
what the job is.” But he adds 
quickly, "It makes it a lot 
better to have no foreman. If 
I do my work in four hours I 
can do what I want, sit in my 
chair and read or do nothing. 
There’s no politics, no harass¬ 
ment. That’s what I like.” 

While he scoffs at the idea 
that the pilot program will 
make the workers “love the 
company” he reflects that 
“one of the best things the 
company ever did was to .take 
us on a tour of the engines 
and show us the parts we 
made.” He had never before 
seen the eventual result of his , 
output. 

Teel, the converted skeptic, 
has no reservations. He feels 
the program touches on the 
needs of the young worker 
“who rebels against discipline 
of any kind. He likes to get in¬ 
volved more with his work. 
Here there is a sense of free¬ 
dom in doing what you want. 
It’s the freedom, the freedom 
I like.” He admits, however, 
that not everyone welcomes 
the new responsibility. 

While management says it

is happy with the experiment, 
the gains defy easy measure¬ 
ment in profit-loss terms. Ac¬ 
cording to Holland, there is no 
significant gain in time spent 
on making parts, although 
turnover in the area of the 
pilot program is down, scrap 
(mismade parts) “has gone 
down some,” and quality, he 
feels, has improved. 

The gains have come, he 
says, in intangibles. “I think 
things get fixed more 
quickly,” he says. “Before, if 
the tape didn’t work, the oper¬ 
ator would just sit and wait 


for maintenance. Now instead 
of shutting off the machine, 
he will work with the mainte¬ 
nance man and tell him what 
to do. The operators are get¬ 
ting more involved.” 

He ways employee attitudes 
have improved greatly — in 
former years the heaviest 
number of grievances in the 
plant came from the tape- 
machines area. Since the pro¬ 
gram began there have been 
practically none. And the new 
flexibility of work roles helps 
the company. "If there is a 
rush job, guys are willing to 


shift around and work on dif¬ 
ferent maohines.” 

But what would happen to 
the program if it were ex¬ 
panded? Holland is unsure. 
Musing, he asks, as if he had 
voiced these questions to him¬ 
self many times, "Could we 
manage this if we had 100-150 
guys with no boss who could 
come and go as they want? 
Could we do it with 500? The 
traditional authoritarian style 
of management would have to 
change. We have a lot of man¬ 
agers who have been around 
for 23 years or so and aren’t 
used to this kind of show. 

"No, it’s hard to measure 
the success of this thing in 
dollars. Maybe we need a 
whole new set of measure¬ 
ments!” 
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the uniforms and jobs. The 
“new” workers themselves 
and the company were uncer¬ 
tain, too, about their goals. At 
first the company sent them 
to programming school, hop¬ 
ing they could do their own 
tapes. This proved too compli- !

Gradually a pattern 
evolved: The men, working 
without supervision, sche- ! 
duled their own work and 
made their own assignments 
based on periodic meetings 
with the area manager who 
gave out general work quotas. 
"We could change our hours, j 
change our shifts if we felt ; 
like a long., weekend, or have 
a big party on Friday if we I 
had our work done,” says 
Pete Tmeel. After a while 
the other workers began to 
resent our freedom. There 
was a certain amount of fear 
and jealousy.”

Shrum was commenting on 
a dissenting report issued by 
Keenleyside which oppoees 
the energy board’s proposal 
for a nuclear power plant on 
the Island because it would be 
too expensive and possibly un¬ 
safe.

Shrum, in Victoria Wednes¬ 
day where he attended a 
Greater Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon, said:

I 
think he should endeavour to 


explain the high cost of power 
from Mica before estimating 
costs for Vancouver Island 
power." 

Shrum said every engineer 
in Hydro is opposed to Keen- 
leyside’s plan, although it was

U.S. Grain Sales 
To China Rumored 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Government sources said 
Wednesday the United States 
has sold some wheat to China, 
the first American grain sale 
to the Communist country in 
more than 20 years. 

The sources, asking not to 
be identified, said at least one 
U.S. export company is in¬ 
volved. The agriculture de¬ 
partment declined comment. 

The sources said, however, 
that the department has re¬ 
ceived applications for export 


subsidies on wheat to be 
shipped to China. 

Subsidies are paid exporters 
to make U.S. wheat more 
competitive on the world mar¬ 
ket. 

Rumors have circulated In 
the grain trade that China has 
ordered at least 20 million 
bushels of U.S. wheat. 

The unofficial report of 
wheat sales to China came on 
the eve of a congressional 
hearing on the question of 
earlier, much-larger wheat 
sales to the Soviet Union.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Th« 
support given to thermal gen¬ 
erating of electricity in the 
British Columbia energy 
board report released Monday 
has renewed Interest in the 
Hat Creek lignite coal depos¬ 
its in the B.C. interior. 

The board report suggested 
a major thermal plant burn¬ 
ing Hat Creek coal as an al¬ 
ternative to nuclear-generated 
power. 

The coal field, which lies 
under the hilly Cariboo 
country midway getween Lil- 
lx>et and Ashcroft, has an es¬ 
timated 680 million tons of lig¬ 
nite. 

B.C. Hydro owns or has re¬ 
serves on the entire Hat 
Creek field. The field was 
bought by B.C. Electric in 
1960 for an estimated $2 mil¬ 
lion. B.C. Hydro inherited the 
field when BCE wrs e"- 
porpriated by Premier Ben¬ 
nett. 

The field has the potential 
of producing the same amount 
of electricity as the Peace 
River project for about 109 
years using existing techno¬ 
logy. 

In 1983 Hydro chairman Dr. 
Gordon Shrum said Hydro 
would not allow Hat Creek 
coal to be used for thermal 
generation. The implication at 
the time was it would be a 
waste in view of the prov¬ 
ince’s enormous hydro gen¬ 
erating potential. 


The energy board report, 
however, has opted for more 
thermal generating stations. 

Since the Hat Creek depos¬ 
its were discovered in 1877 
several Interests have had 
whacks at developing the coal 
field but nothing much has 
been accomplished.

Dr. J. Lorn* Gray, of Otta¬ 
wa, said Wednesday that so 
far there had been no takers 
but the offer was still open. 

“But we must be asked of 
course. We have plenty of 
other things to do at the mo¬ 
ment and we wouldn’t want to 
force nuclear power stations 
on anybody,” he said, adding 
that the marine consultants 
could be obtained right here 
in Victoria. 

Gray was speaking in an in¬ 
terview following an address 
to the Greater Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce. In the 
speech, he told about 150 
members at the Empress 
Hotel some of things the 
Atomic Energy Commission is 
doing. 

Gray also quoted from 
Wednesday's Daily Colonist 
the remarks made by 
Dr. Hugh Keenleyside, former 
co-chairman of B.C. Hydro 
and Power Authority and 
former chairman of the B.C. 
Power Commission. 

“Dr. Keenleyside is quoted 
as saying that nuclear power 
is hazardous, costly, unrelia¬ 
ble and unnecessary,” said 
Gray. He then dealt with each 
of these adjectives in turn." 

• Hazardous — “The haz¬ 
ards of nuclear generating 
are a known factor and the 
probability of accidents can 
be reduced by proper de¬ 
sign;” 

• Cost — “Yes, it is more 
expensive to build a nuclear 
plant initially but it is the 
least costly plant to operate;" 

• Reliability —■ “No mat¬ 
ter what the cost, a plant 
must be reliable. The Picker¬ 
ing (Ont.) plant has proven 95 
per cent reliable in its first 
few months of operation;" 

• Need — “There is an un¬ 
disputed demand for energy. 
If the population were to stop 
growing, we could probably 
get along with fossil-fuel gen¬ 
erated power or hydro power, 
but at present level of growth, 
the need is evident.” 


Gray, who was to speak 
Wednesday evening to the 
Nanaimo Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, then presented a 
series of slides to demonstrate 
past experiences in providing 
nuclear power at reasonable 
cost. 

He detailed the operation of 
such a plant and noted that 
the only real possibility of 
hazard would occur were the 
coolant for the reactor sud¬ 
denly impeded. 

"But there are adequate 
safeguards for even that,” he 
added.

UIC To Prosecute Bosses 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Em¬ 
ployers have been warned 
they will be prosecuted for 
failing to issue separation cer¬ 
tificates to workers who are 
laid off. 

The warning comes from W. 
E. McBride, commissioner of 
the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission, who told the 
British Columbia Employers 
Council Monday that about 25 
per cent of unemployment in¬ 


surance claims are not ac¬ 
companied by the required 
certificate and that those sub¬ 
mitted are often incorrect. 

“We have been lenient in 
enforcing the law on this point 
but we have reached the 
stage where this will have to 
change,” he said. “We cannot 
continue to prosecute claim¬ 
ants for violations of the law 
while leaving delinquent em¬ 
ployers free from charges.”

A 19-year-old youth who 
didn’t want to go to the Oakal¬ 
la provincial prison in Bur¬ 
naby because of “200-pound 
queers” vron his plea Wednes¬ 
day in Victoria Provincial 
Court for a sentence to the 
B.C. Penitentiary in New 
Westminster. 

Michael James O’Sullivan, 
no known address, was sen¬ 
tenced by Judge William 
Ostler to a total of 2V6 years 
in prison for 49 crimes be¬ 
tween June 25 and Sept. 6 
after asking Ostler if the sen* 
tence could bypass Oakalla. 

“The three or four weeks I 
was there the last time all I 
did was get pushed around by 
200-pound queers,” he said. 

O’Sullivan pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to the seventh 
charge laid against him. It 
contained six counts of break- 
in and theft, three of break-in 
with intent and one of at¬ 
tempted break-in and the 10 
counts resulted from crimes 
in Colwood and Esquimau. 

In two previous recent court 
appearances, O’Sullivan 
pleaded guilty to six other 
charges containing 39 counts. 
The total of 19 counts in his 
seven charges included 21 of 
break-in and theft. 15 of 
break-in with intent, eight of 
false pretences, two each of 
attempted break-in and utter¬ 
ing and one of attempted ut¬ 
tering. 

An unofficial total "f the 
goods and cash he received in 
the crime spree was more 
than S3.200. The known total 
was 513,148 hut no \ aiii'e was 
placed on a cassette recorder 


and two rifles in the mountain 
of loot. 

He said a sentence to the 
federal penitentiary rather 
than the provincial jail could 
mean a transfer within six 
weeks to the William Head 
minimum-secqrity institution 
in Metchosin. 

O’Sullivan said he was "not 
crazy about spending even six 
weeks in the pen” but it 
would be better than spending 
time at Oakalla while await¬ 
ing screening to a youth de¬ 
tention centre where a defin¬ 
ite-indeterminate sentence 
would be served. 

Ostler felt such a split sen¬ 
tence, which would have to be 
served in a provincial institu¬ 
tion, would be better for 
O'Sullivan because of his 
youth and because it would be 
the best way to end his drug 
addiction and speed his reha¬ 
bilitation. 

The judge said he wasn’t 
about to bargain with O’Sulli¬ 
van but would go along if the 
youth felt the penitentiary 
was the best way. O’Sullivan 
said it was and Ostler chose 
as sentence a 2%-year term 
(sentences of two years or 
more must be served in feder¬ 
al prisons). 

“ft is obvious this blizzard 
of charges ... is a vivid illus¬ 
tration of Lhe tyranny of 
heroin,” Ostler said. "It’s a 
subject upon which I have to 
comment every day. 

I i s ;i demon drug. It’s a 
master of absolute authority. 
As wc sec r\*ciy day, U’s des¬ 
troying an increasing number 
of, voting people in this com¬ 
munity and this country. It’s 
a sad. desperate situation.” 


School Opening Expected in 1974 


World College Locates at Pedder Bay 


United World Colleges 
School of the Pacific will be 
built on a site of about 70 
acres on Mary Hill at Pedder 
Bay, it was announced 
Wednesday. 

The land has been bought 
by United World Colleges 
from the federal defence de¬ 
partment, and the school is 
expected to open in Sep¬ 
tember, 1974. 

Bob Wright, president of - 
Oak Bay Marina, owners of 
Pedder Bay Marina which 


borders the defence depart¬ 
ment property about 15 miles 
southwest of Victoria, said ne¬ 
gotiations were still going on 
between him and the college 
for some of his land in the 
area. 

When negotiations are com¬ 
plete, he said, it will probably 
give the school access to its 
property from Rocky Point 
Road without having to go 
through the military base. 

He said he was "very 
pleased the school is coming 


into Pedder Bay,” and every 
effort would be made tQ com¬ 
plete negotiations successfully 
and help the college in every 
way possible. 

Vancouver Island sites for 
the school have been under 
consideration for more than a 
year, and land along Pedder 
Bay has been the prime 
suggested site for the past sik 
months, but no formal an¬ 
nouncement ’ was made until 
Wednesday. 

The colleges also announced 


that a $5 million building 
campaign for the School of 
the Pacific would be launched 
late this fall. It is hoped con¬ 
struction of the school will 
begin in May, 1973. 

The school will be patterned 
after a rural couritry village. 

Planned enrolment at the 
international school wfH be fiO 
students in 1974,' 150 in .1975, 
and expanding to full capacity 
of 300 in the next two years. 

The School of the Pacific 
will be the third United \frorld 


College in operation. One is 
located in Wales; a second 
opened this year in Singapore. 

The schools take in boys 
and girls aged 1514 to 1714 
from all over the world for 
their final two years of high 
sfchool. They are prepared for 
the International Baccalau¬ 
reate. a worldwide university 
entrance qualification. 

An important additional 
part of the curriculum will be 
what is termed humanitarian 
services. 


Elderly Fine Without Bars 


Should a drop before dinner 
and a tot before bed remain 
available to senior citizens 
who are not, literally, in their 
own homes? 

The question came up in a 
story from Toronto in which 
John Anderson, Metropolitan 
Toronto social services com¬ 
missioner, said he saw no rea¬ 
son why cocktail bffrs might 
not be installed in that re¬ 
gion’s eight homes for the 
aged. 


Seemingly, the question has 
never arisen in Victoria, 
where there is probably a 
higher percentage of retired 
people than anywhere in Can¬ 
ada. 

For one thing, there are few 
“homes for the aged” as such 
in Greater Victoria. 

Best known is certainly 
Rose Manor, a home for el¬ 
derly women. One spokesman 
there said there’s never been 
a clamor among the residents 
for any bar. 


“The tenants,” 6he said, 
“are quite elderly, and quite 
content. If any of them would 
like, a drink she could get it 
and take it in her room — but 
I doubt if there’s any of that. 

“Besides, any such Installa¬ 
tion would be a heavy addi¬ 
tion to the administration 
load. I’m sure it would never 
be appfoved.” 

The same question was put 
to a spokesman for the Silver 
Threads Centre in Centennial 


Square, and met variations of 
the same answer. 

“A cocktail bar might be 
possible under completely 
controlled circumstances, but 
those we don’t have. Our 
members don’t live in. 
They’re in and out daily. 

“Many of them are on fixed 
incomes, and while our meal 
prices are r great help to 
them, how wopld we price 
drinks? 

Other Greater Victoria 


havens for the elderly include 
rest homes and nursing 
homes. The latter, like hospi¬ 
tals. would automatically be 
ruled out. 

The rest home situation 
would be similar to that at 
Rose Manor — no demand. 
Many residents are on mild 
medication that prohibits al¬ 
cohol. Some may have had a 
bedtime nip prescribed. 

But,. no cocktail bars in 
sight. '

pointed to numerous old tires 
and tree stumps, half covered 
with hog fuel. 

"And that’s the stuff our 
friends from the Pollution 
Control Board say isn’t 
dumped here,” the fire chief 
said. 

At a meeting earlier with 
representatives from the 
health board, the Capital Re¬ 
gional Board, area residents 
and school authorities, Le- 
Quesne also lashed out at the 
Pollution Control Board. 

He told the meeting the 
board had constantly refused 
to co-operate with his depart¬ 
ment. Pollution control in¬ 
spectors, he said, had been 
advised not to communicate 
with him. 

The meeting took place at 
M i 11 s t r e a m elementary 


school. It was called in the 
wake of Tuesday’s threat by a 
number of area parents who 
said they would keep their 
children out of school, unless 
something was done to extin¬ 
guish the fire. 

After more than an hour of 
debate, the whole problem 
landed square in Gorst’s lap. 

It was decided that Gorst 
would call for a further meet¬ 
ing to be attended by pollution 
control officials, the health 
board, regional board repre¬ 
sentatives, school officials 
and area residents. 

Gorst said he would call the 
meeting right after premier- 
elect Dave Barrett has an¬ 
nounced his new cabinet and 
has taken over. the reins of 
government. 

When the debate slipped 


into the intricacies of who has 
jurisdiction over what and 
why one agency can’t do any¬ 
thing without getting permis¬ 
sion from another, Mrs. Ryan 
commented. 

“I’m absolutely amazed. 
Everybody can see the smoke 
and it’s got to be stopped. I 
don’t care how it’s done, but 
it’s got to be stopped,” she 
said. 

L. A. Benham, assistant 
director of environmental ser¬ 
vices, told the meeting the 
pollution control people are 
“on the hot seat. They should 
be approached first.” 

LeQuesne said he warned 
the Pollution Control Board 
when it considered issuing a 
licence to Raymond, but his 
objections were ignored. 

Earl Pallister, the area’s 
director on the regional 


board, said the region had no 
jurisdiction over the matter. 
The licence, he said, was 
issued before the regional 
board implemented its plan¬ 
ning and zoning measures In 
the area. 

The dump, Pallister said, 
was a non-conforming use. He 
pointed out, however, that 
Raymond had no permission 
to operate a car wrecking 
firm on the premises. 

“He says he is using the car 
bodies to compact his dump¬ 
ing operations, but he’s sell¬ 
ing parts,” said Pallister. 

There’s also a sign at the 
entrance which says that car 
parts are for sale. 

“The regional board looks a 
little silly with all those cars 
there,” Pallister said.

The University of Vic¬ 
toria senate approved In 
principle the founding of 
programs in child care 
and public administration 
following lengthy discus¬ 
sion Wednesday. 

The child care program pro¬ 
posal resulted in a rambling 
discussion of courses and aca- 
demic procedure which 
prompted child psychiatrist 
Dr. Charles Gregory to a pas¬ 
sionate support of the pro¬ 
gram. 

He said the course was 
badly needed saying "I 
wouldn’t give you twopence 
for most of the people sitting 
around this table when it 
comes to child care.” 

The wrangling about 
whether faculty might or 
might not accommodate the 
program prompted Gregory 
to comment that if “a group 
of supposedly qualified peo¬ 
ple like this can’t ootne to a 
conclusion we should all just 
pack it up.” 

In previous years programs 
In nursing and social work 
have also been approved but 
never started. 

President Hugh Farquhar, 
who at times gave an appear¬ 
ance of exasperation, told the 
meeting it was time the sen¬ 
ate got down to establishing 
priorities. 

In other business, Farquhar 
presented senate with a re¬ 
port from the committee 
which had been examining the 
turbulent affairs in the visual 
arts department. 

The report, which advocates 
the retention of the depart¬ 
ment "as an administrative 
unit” goes to the department 
for consideration. 

The department will be 
asked to set out its philosophy 
and goals and to report back 
to senate by November. 

Fine Arts dean Peter Smith 
said he felt this would be 
practical. 
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get the provincial forest 
ranger station to move in on 
the fire.

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Tarasov Book Likely To Become Best-Seller 


TORONTO (CP) - In 1969, 
whll* he wee etlH coach o t (he 
Rut*ian national hockey 
team, Anatoli Tarasov wrote 
a book entitled Road to Olym¬ 
pus. it kicked around Toronto 
book store* drawing little at¬ 
tention although It waa re¬ 
duced from It* 54.95 price to 
[ . (6 cent* a copy on the clear- 
j tables. 

FSuddenly, the book has.be- 
algnlflcant, especially 
lor Team Canada hockey 
coaches Harry Sinden and 
John Ferguson. 

Since watching the Russians 
pity hockey and head tor 
Moscow with a 2-1-1 record in 
the first ot tour exhibition 
games between the Soviet* 
and Team Canada, Sinden 
and Ferguson are convinced 
the book should be a best- 
seller. 

“Somebody gave It to me 
and I’ve read parts ol It," Sin- 
den has admitted. 

"I haven’t read It, but 1 m 
tun as hell going to. A lot ot 
people are going to read Road 
to Olympus now,” Ferguson 
concluded. 

Tarasov’s theories were 
heavy stuff, but since the 
Tarasov influence on the Rus¬ 
sian team is still obvious, the 
book demands attention of 
hockey students. 

Sinden says the Russians 
have shown a degree of condi¬ 
tioning that National Hockey 
League coaches didn't believe 
eifSted. 

“Ferguson says there are 
several things I’ve picked up 
from the Russians that I m 
convinced we should adopt. 

He listed three examples: 1. 
The Soviet system of chang-

stead of line changes; 2. The 
Soviet system of intensive and 
comprehensive training drills;

Sinden has some doubts 
about the potential success of 
the more rigid Russian train¬ 
ing methods. 


"I don't know how long it 
would last In our 78-game 
schedule,” he said, “but I 
think we can do better than 
we’re doing now. 

"I’m interested in their 
methods, because you don't 
see that much in their prac¬ 
tices. They don't work as 


hard on the ice as we do, so 
they must do something else 
somewhere." 

Tarasov's book contains ex¬ 
tensive chapters on training 
and coaching methods and 
these have intrigued Sinden, 
who is expected to add some 
of them to his repertoire. 

For example, Tarasov 


writes in Road to Olympus: 

- “I Introduce training methods 
or at least parts of them in 
very complicated conditions, 
where the atmosphere is simi¬ 
lar to that of a real game 
against a tough opponent. 

"This is done by stepping 
up the tempo of the drills, in¬ 
creasing the number ot 


players in a given drill, by 
having a player or line to play 
with two or three pucks si¬ 
multaneously, with additional 
barrier* to get around on the 
way to the goal. 

"For instance, I have three 
forwards each with a puck 
coming down the ice and out¬ 
playing a lone defenceman; 


they fire at the goal on the go. 
At first, the defenceman may 
feel quite last — his attention 
is scattered, he finds It dif¬ 
ficult in switching from one 
player to another, the unex¬ 
pected collisions are more 
than irritating, to say the 
least. But as he gradually ac¬ 
quires experience ....” 


Such drills have helped the 
Soviet Union Nationals sur¬ 
prise Sinden, Ferguson and 
almost' every member of 
Team Canada — to say noth¬ 
ing of North ■ America’s NHL 
fans, many of whom are like¬ 
ly to go hunting for Road to 
Olympus.

New Farm Deal 


SASKATOON (CP) — A 
I New Democratic Party gov¬ 
ernment would provide a 
guaranteed price on all agri¬ 
cultural commodities, halt 
rail line abandonment and na¬ 
tionalize the Canadian Pacific 
Railway under its agricultural 
| i>olicy platform, unveiled 
Wednesday by leader David 
Lewis. 

Lewis chose Saskatchewan 
and the riding — Saskatoon- 
Humboldt — held by Otto 
Lang, minister in charge of 
the Canadian wheat board, to 
announce the party’s agricul¬ 
tural platform for the Oct. 30 
federal election. 

The program, "the net farm 
income growth plan, is a com¬ 
prehensive policy to preserve 
family farms and rural com¬ 
munities.” 

The policy has five main 
poirits: 

• Increased farm in¬ 
comes through guaranteed 
minimum prices on all com¬ 
modities. 

• Lower farm costs 
through tax reforms. 


• Lz>wer machinery costs. 

• Support for provincial 
land programs. 

• Low-cost credit to en¬ 
courage farming. 

It calls for a strong rural 
framework through a compre¬ 
hensive transportation system 
designed to serve producers. 

"This means scrapping rail 
line abandonment proposals." 

The platform calls for the 
marketing of all grains 
through the Canadian wheat 
board and producer-controlled 
agencies to assure fair re¬ 
turns to farmers. 

On guaranteed prices, the 
policy says such support 
would be based on the cost of 
production to overcome the 
problem of farmers being at 
the mercy of a market [dace 
over which they have virtual¬ 
ly no control. 


good economic shape was to 
illustrate that "the Canadian 
economy has been managed 
better m the past five years of 
International economic turbu¬ 
lence than has that of any 
other country in the world.” 

"Canadians are. earning 
more, spending more and sav¬ 
ing more than at any previous 
time in 'our history,” the 
prime minster said.

But I think if we 
expose her to some new mate¬ 
rial, maybe a special or a 
mini-series, I think it is going 
to be a fare she can enjoy.” 

How will Miss Bolen know 
what fare women enjoy? 

“Well, our research with 
the viewing audience, all 
kinds of polls and question¬ 


naires are sent out. The day¬ 
time research is very accu¬ 
rate. It’s a stable audience 
and they know the audience. 

“Also, I’m very much in 
touch with women’s world's, 
both liberated and housewife. 
Some women want to have 
children and some want ca¬ 
reers and some want both but 
all are basically the same in 
drives. They want to do what¬ 
ever they do as well as they 
can. 

“Information is going to 
come in a lot of different ways 
— my reading, research, talk, 
ing to women — and also 
being one.’’ 

Does Miss Bolen think that 
the women’s lib movement 
had something to do with her 
getting her new job? 

She does. “I would say that 


as every minority group 
moves toward appreciating its 
goals, there are certain pres¬ 
sures and certain tempera¬ 
tures. I would say that the 
temperature now is right 
throughout the land for realiz¬ 
ing that more ladies have a 
big contribution to make.

She plans to marry a fellow 
clown as soon as both get two 
consecutive days off. She-met 
him in Clown College. 

She loves the circus and 
plans to spend the rest of her 
life as a clown. Her mother 
keeps a large scrapbook of 
her exploits. 

She’s all this and more, nu¬ 
merous feature articles rolled 
into one. She’s just what the 
promoters need to announce 
the circus is coming into a 
town. 

For Sandy Hayes, it all 
began a year ago when she 
went to the Forum in Ingle¬ 
wood, Calif., for a job inter¬ 
view. This wasn’t a normal 
interview. 

She was asked to roll 
around on the floor and make 
weird fadtfs. 

The man in charge of all 
this thought she rolled around 
on the floor and made weird 
faces very well. Out of 5,000 
applicants, she was one of 40 
enrolled into the circus’ Clown 
College in Venice, Fla. She 
did equally well there and 
was one of 22 graduates given 
contracts with Ringling Bros, 
and Barnum and Bailey 
Circus.

TORONTO (CP) - Any 
plastic package can be made 
bio-degradable — that Is, it 
will break down by natural 
mechanisms to small particles 
comparable to sand and mix 
with the surrounding soil, Dr. 
James Guillet, University of 
Toronto chemistry professor, 
said Tuesday. 

He was describing a chemi¬ 
cal process he has developed 
by which a resin may be 
mixed into plastic products so 
they will break down in natu¬ 
ral sunlight over controlled 
periods of time. 

Guillet was speaking at a 
seminar for representatives of 
industry, government and the 
press as. VanLeer-EcoPlastics 
Ltd., a Toronto-based private¬ 
ly-owned company, announced 
it has set up a pilot plqnt to 
, fill initial orders for the resin. 

Ecolyte plastics, as the new 
products will be called, will 
help solve litter problems, 
said Paul Wright, pres¬ 
ident of Eco-plastics Ltd., the 
Canadian joint-owner, with 
Van Leer Packaging Indus¬ 
tries of the Netherlands, of 
VanLeer-EcoPlastics. 

Wright said a full-scale pro¬ 
duction plant for the resins 
will be ready by early 1973. 

“It’s not the world’s answer 
to pollution problems,” he 
said in an interview. “But 
where pollution involves litter 
from plastic packaging, we 
have a solution.” 

Guillet, who developed the 
process in 1970, said the resin 
will work with any plastics 
base during its conversion 


into a container or packaging. 

“We won’t be in competition 
with Monsanto or Dow.” 

But the firm, of which Guil- 
let is chairman and a stock¬ 
holder, will license manufac¬ 
turers to use the process. 

An “ardent ecologist.” 
Guillet said he hoped that the 
packaging industry will be¬ 
come interested. 

“There’s no one answer to 
the Jitter problem,” he said. 
“Many things must be done 
including education, recy¬ 
cling, legislation and so on.” 


Ecolyte plastics will break 
down under the ultraviolet 
rays from the sun, he said. A 
plastic foam cup, for exam¬ 
ple, if thrown on a roadside in 
Ontario would begin to deteri¬ 
orate in about one week in 
summer and be almost totally 
crumbled away in about five 
weeks. 

The time required for 
breakdown can be adjusted to 
range from a few days to six 
months or more, enabling the 
manufacturers to tailor the 
product to their own needs.

MEXICO CITY — The 
green revolution concentrat¬ 
ing on vegetable proteins is 
‘gradually improving the nu¬ 
tritive status of children In 
- Asia and Africa and other 
f areas that used to be regard¬ 
ed as less well - fed than the 
United States and western 
Europe. 

But the whole world is gra- 
dually going vegetarian, 
suggested many scientists at¬ 
tending the ninth Interna¬ 
tional Congress of Nutrition 
meeting here last week. 

The vegetarians in affluent 
nations who eat no meat, fish 
or fowl for moral or philo¬ 
sophical reasons today may 
be joined in a few years by 
millions of people, even 
Americans and Europeans 
who will choose vegetable 
sources for proteins because 
of a shortage of animal pro¬ 
tein. 

Soy drinks, soy milk, a soy 
breakfast cereal for infanta 
which is mixed with water to 
serve, com proteins, peanut 
butter and other vegetable 
proteins dominate the exhibits 
at toe congress. One manfac- 
tured of single cell protein 
(derived from algae) offers 
filled cookies containing the 
protein for tasting. In a meet¬ 
ing on vegetable sources of 
protein Dr. R. A. Reiners of 
CPC International. Inc., N.J., 
described a process in which 
com gluten is made more pal¬ 
atable by removing fat com¬ 
ponents. 

He said corn protein 
processed in this way might 
be used as an mnulsifying 
agent or extender In meat 
products or ingredient in high 
protein breads. Com proteins 
contain an imbalance of 
amino acids, thus must be 
used with other proteins. But 
they will be valuable in com¬ 
bination with other vegetable 
proteins, said Dr. Reiners. 

Dr. M. E. Sambucetti of the 
University of Buenos Aires re¬ 
ported on rat feeding tests to 
determine any toxiological ef¬ 
fects of linseed protein. The 
tests showed no pathological 
damage, except mild fat infil¬ 
tration of the liver. The lin¬ 
seed protein is highly digest¬ 
ible, said Dr. Sambucetti. 

Dr. Charles McPherson of 
Texas Tech University, Lub¬ 
bock, Tex., described a 
candy-like food stick formu¬ 
lated as balanced snack food 
with cottonseed and soy pro¬ 
teins supplying the protein 
components. Dr. McPherson 
said the stick demonstrates 
how cottonseed protein mixed 
with soy products cpn be used 
to fullfiil protein needs of the 
future. 

Other protein sources re¬ 
ported on included Tamarugo, 
a tree which grows in north¬ 
ern Chile. The leaves and 
dried fruit have been used in 
animal feeding. In experi¬ 
ments in Mexico, protein 
derived from alfalfa proved 
aa good as the quality of pro¬ 
tein from soy bfans. Cashew 
nut meal is being used as a 
source of protein In another 
experiment in Mexico. 

Soy. cottonseed, linseed or 
alfalfa isn’t steak, but nu¬ 
merous scientists think it may 
take the place of steak in 15 
or 20 years. Even for the

defeated in the Aug. 30 pro¬ 
vincial election. 

"Suburban Saanich Is still 
in a position to establish a 
broad greenbelt capable of 
providing a permanent frame 
to the main urban area of the 
caipltal region,” adds the pro¬ 
posal. "However, It cannot be 
over-emphasized that the time 
for action Is now, before dev¬ 
elopment pressures push raw 
land prices beyond the realm 
of feasibility.” 

Curtis said the municipality 
will re-submit the proposal to 
the New Democratic Party 
government.

environmental problems and 
create# new ones, a conserva- 
tion ^convention was told 
Wednesday. 

Adolf Ciborowski, an archi¬ 
tect and environmental plan¬ 
ner with the United Nations, 
said In an information paper 
that migration must be chan¬ 
nelled by using the develop¬ 
ment and location of produc¬ 
tion, primarily in manufac¬ 
turing industries. 

"The main environmental 
and developmental problems 
of the next 25 years already 
exist, end most workers need¬ 
ing Jofbe in the year 2000 have 
already been bom. 

"The landscape planner has 
the task of redistributing to¬ 
day’s children and the produc¬ 
tive pattern of national eco¬ 
nomics.” 

He said urban and rural 
areas are interdependent; 
badly developed and managed 
towns and uncontrolled subur¬ 
ban eprawl do until damage 
to the rural landscape, to its 
human end wildlife inhabi¬ 
tants. 

In the paper, presented to 
delegates from more than 80 
countries at the convention of 
the International Union for 


the Conservation of Nature 
and Natural Resources 
(IUCN), Ciborowski said the 
views were only his opinion 
and not those of the UN. 

"Appropriate distribution of 
population within the whole 
country appears to be the 
first condition for achieving a 
better human environment,” 
said Ciborowski, deputy direc¬ 
tor of the UN centre for hous¬ 
ing, building and planning. 

"To avoid over-concentra¬ 
tion of the population in the 
large existing cities, it will be 
necessary for many countries 
to develop new, nationwide 
settlement systems which will 
include the creation of new 
urban growing points and also 
the modernization of rural 
centres.” 

He said location and devel¬ 
opment of production, pri¬ 
marily in the manufacturing 
industries, should be used as 
the main tool in channelling 
migration in environmental 
directions and desirable geo¬ 
graphical areas.

Last spring, if you remember, I 
suggested that some of the houseplants 
should be giyeo a summer holiday out¬ 
doors. 

Not all of them, of course. Hie really 
delicate tropical subjects — plants like 
the African violet and the Gloxinia 
can't take the battering of wind and 
rain — but most of the sturdier kinds 
benefit enormously from exposure to 
the weather through the warm summer 
months. 

Some of them, in fact, are most un- 
co-operative if they are babied and 
shielded and cooped up indoors all year 
round. The oleander, the Christmas 
cactus, the poinsetHs, the Jerusalem 
cherry and the miniature houseplant 
rose are always poor bloomers unless 
they are permitted to ripen and harden 
their tissues In the wind and the sun. 

It is about tiE NOW FOR MOST OF 

It is about time now (or most of 
these to be potted up and brought un¬ 
der cover. Again though, there are ex¬ 
ceptions, for the miniature roee and any 
hydrangeas intended for indoor bloom¬ 
ing should be left outdoors until a touch 
of frost causes them to lose their leaves. 

These are plants that need an annual 
resting period, and they require ex¬ 
posure to frost to induce dormancy, 
after which they can be potted up and 
stored, almost but not quite bone dry, in 
a cold place for their winter rest. 


Some of our holidaying houseplants 
had their pots sunk in the ground up to 
their rims, and these should be repot¬ 
ted into fresh soil. 

After knocking the plant out of its 
pot — I explained In an earlier column 
just how this operation is performed — 
scratch away some of the old soil with 
a kitchen fork, and tease free some of 
the root ends so they will push outward 
into the new soil. If the roots are found 
curled into a tight ball, this is a sure 
sign your plant needs a larger pot. 

In cases where the plants had been 
unpotted and planted directly into the 
ground, the roots msy need to be 
trimmed back a bit with a pair of scis¬ 
sors to make them fit. Always re¬ 
member that it is much better to cut 
bal#r the roots cleanly than to bend 
them or double them back on them¬ 
selves to make them fit the pot. 

In selecting a pot, I have become a 
great believer in choosing one which 
appears to be just s half-size too small 
for the plant. When small plants are 
potted in big pots, a lot of the soil in the 
pot is unoccupied and unused, and 
under constant watering this unused 
soil tends to go sour and stagnant, and 
the plant’s health suffers accordingly: 
this is a common cause of houseplant 
disorders. 

In a smaller pot, all the soil is oc¬ 
cupied and in active use; you will have 


to water more frequently, but the plants 
are healthier and bloom more freely. 

Before repotting, old used pots 
should be scrubbed thoroughly In hot, 
soapy water, and I think it pays to add 
a little household disinfectant to the 
water to kill off any moulds or disease 
spores. White scum on the outer walls 
of earthenware pots can be removed by 
scrubbing with full strength Javex 
bleach. 

It is a good idea, when potting, to 
put an inch or so at small graval in the 
bottom of each pot Not that gravel as 
such has any magical properties con¬ 
tributing to good plant growth — lots of 
gardeners use bits of broken brick or 
smashed flower pot Instead. It is just 
that s layer of any such material con¬ 
tributes to better drainage, and is good' 
insurance against the most common • 
cause of houseplant failure — overwa-1 
terlng. 

If you have occasion to buy new- - 
flower pots, I would like to get In a plug; 
for the Placet pots made of styrofoam, ■ 
These are cleaner than clay pots, 
stronger than ordinary plastic, as light I 
as a feather and with thlcldah walls 1 
which always feel warm to the touch. 

My plants seem to like them, I think 
perhaps because styrofoam is a good; 
insulator and the plant roots enjoy an" 
almost constant temperature. ;

Hof fa’s Hanoi Trip 


There has been criticism in 
government circles over the 
handling of Jimmy Hoffa’s 
trip to Hanoi, u(hich was can¬ 
celed at the last moment. 

For some reason the White 
House, the Justice department 
and the state department, as 
well as Hoffa’s lawyers, all 
had different versions as to 
what actually happened.

“But Hoffa is in prison,” 
another White House staffer 
said. 

"The president can parole 
him,” someone suggested.

No one will 
know the real reason is so he 
can go to Hanoi.” 

A call was put in to the at¬ 
torney-general, who said it 
would be no problem to parole 
Hoffa, but he raised the ques¬ 
tion as to how Hoffa could get 
a passport to leave the 
country. 

“We never thought of that.” 
a White House assistant said. 
"We’ll have to inform Bill 
Rogers, the secretary of state, 
of our plans.” 


“Absolutely not,” Kissinger 
said. “If we tell Rogers about 
this, we’ll be setting a bad 
precedent. He’ll want to know 
about other things we’re plan¬ 
ning to do in foreign affairs, 
which is none of his busi¬ 
ness.” 

“Henry’s right,” a White 
House staffer said. “If we 
clue in Rogers on this, he’ll be 
coming around all the time 
wanting to know what we’re 
cooking up. A little knowledge 
for a secretary of state is a 
dangerous thing.” 

The president asked, “Why 
can’t Hoffa just go down to 
the passport office and apply 
for a passport without Bill 
knowing about it?” , 

“Good thinking. Mr. Pres¬ 
ident.” John Ehrlichman, his 
special assistant, said. 

The machinery was put into 
motion. Justice got Hoffa his 
parole, Kissinger told the 
North Vietnamese Hoffa was 
coming and the White House 
press office prepared an an¬ 
nouncement disclosing the 
president’s 1,987th secret plan 
to get us out of Vietnam. 


But somebody goofed, ancj 
the announcement was madt; 
before Hoffa took off for his* 
mission. 

Because Secretary Roger* 
w'as not in on the plan, hi 
thought someone in the pass* 
port office had erred, and 
without checking with the 
White House, Rogers canceled 
Hoffa’s passport and an* 
nounced that the Tcamstep 
boss couldn't go. 

The president w-as urged U> 
overrule Rogers but decided 
against it when the secretary 
of state called angrily ant£ 
said that if Hoffa went to 
Hanoi, he, Rogers, would* 
organize a Republicans for*. 
McGovern committee. With* 
only a 34 per cent lead 
in the polls, Nixon couldn’t af-* 
ford this, so he reluctantly de¬ 
nied he knew anything about; 
Hoffa’* trip. i T 

It was a great blow toj 
Hoffa, not to mention the- 
White House. But worst of all, 
President Nixon now has to*, 
come up with a new secret' 
plan to get us out of Vietnam. ,

Characters Speak 


“You remember what Shake¬ 
speare said about that?” 
remarked the man across the 
dinner table—and proceeded 
to quote a line from Macbeth, 
which he had recently seen. 

But Shakespeare didn’t say 
it—one of his dramatic char¬ 
acters did. Far from being a 
piece of the playwright’s wis¬ 
dom, this was a sentiment he 
put in the mouth of a charac¬ 
ter he evidently disliked. 

When we take the trouble to 
quote an author (generally in 
order to bolster our opinion of 
something), we have a duty to 
know whether the author was 
speaking in his own voice. 
Otherwise, vve run the risk of 
distorting his views. 

It is extremely difficult, for 
instance, to know what Shake¬ 
speare himself thought about 


any fundamental question. 
His genius lay in his ability to 
place himself into a thousand 
minds and hearts, to take one 
jjosition after another and 
make if sound plausible and 
sincere. 

This is why, for centuries, 
Shakespearean students have 
quarreled about the “real” 
Shakespeare—some claiming 
him as an aristocrat, others 
as a democrat, some as a 
religious man, others as an 
atheist, and so on down the 
line. There is no resolving 
these disputes—even his pri¬ 
vately printed sonnets do not 
disclose the full man to us. 

The way an author feels 
about our attributing sen¬ 
timents to him that are 
expressed in his fiction was 
brought out by W. S. Gilbert 


in a trial for libel just before 
the turn of the century. He 
was on the witness stand as 
the plaintiff, and the defence 
lawyer quoted a statement 
from one of Gilbert’s plays, 
trying to show that Gilbert ac¬ 
tually believed the opposite of 
what he was saying on the 
stand. 

"Those Were the words,” 
Gilbert retorted, “of a charac¬ 
ter in my play. They were not 
my words. I wrote them, but I 
do not hold myself responsible 
for anything a fictional char¬ 
acter happens to say.” 

More recently, I read the 
statement of a confirmed 
as saying, “Every woman 
should marry, and no man.” 
But Disraeli himself (a happi¬ 
ly married man) never said 
this; he simply put It Into the 


mouth of a character in one ot 
his novels. His own feeling^ 
were quite the opposite; he* 
was known as the most devot- 
bachelor who quoted Disraeli 
ed husband. 

A more frequent kind of lit¬ 
erary distortion consists tat 
taking a famous line and ig¬ 
noring what comes after If 
Kipling's East Is East and 
West is West, and never 
twain shall meet, is a classic 
example. We use it to justify 
basic differences between; 
East and West; but the point" 
of the whole poem was preci-K 
sely the reverse—Kipling wasj. 
saying that two men of char¬ 
acter and courage have muck 
in common, even though they- 
come from different parts of 
the world. You may quote me 
on that.

The finan¬ 
cial situation in the district is 
such that the board had to cut 
back eight elementary teach¬ 
ers this year. Drinkwater was 
one school where the staff 
was reduced, because of the

only six classrooms. Last 
years grade seven class used 
the school stage for a 
classroom.

ment is up by 15 pupils this 
year, and can be expected to 
increase during the year, as a 
60 house subdivision is under 
construction near the school.

All grades at the school, ex¬ 
cept the grade seven class, 
are split, meaning each teach¬ 
er is trying to teach a class 
composed of two grades.

hamper their children’s edu¬ 
cation, and are determined to 
get some action on the issue. 

MacKirdy’s suggestions will 
be presented to a Parent's As¬ 
sociation meeting next week. 
MacKirdy added the parents 
might write the department of 
education on the problem. 

"The new government may 
come up with a solution," he 
said.

An all-time high of 236 spe¬ 
cies of birds identified on 
Southern Vancouver Island is 
the record of Victoria Natural 
History Society for 1971. 

The findings for last year 
recorded in the annual 
bird report 1971 just off the 
press, society president 
Jeremy Tatum announced 
Wednesday. 

“I ascribe this all-time 
record almost solely to the 
increased organization, co¬ 
operation and skill of local ob¬ 
servers." Tatum said in mak¬ 
ing his announcement. 

"A total of nine species of 
owl was also a record and is 
testimony to the energy with 
which observers sought out 
these v%ry difficult birds.” 

Rarity of the year was a 
Baltimore oriole which fre¬ 
quented an Oak Bay feeder 
from Dec. 15, 1971, until 
March of this year. 

Normally a summer visitor 
to eastern North America, it 
usually winters in South 
America. 

Tatum said the survival of 
this bird throughout the 
winter is of particular signifi¬ 
cance to ornithology because 
it is widely held that such off- 
oourse rarities are stray birds 
which never survive. This 
particular Baltimore oriole 
showed that this is not neces¬ 
sarily true. 

The report is available from 
Tatum at the physics depart¬ 
ment of the University of Vic¬ 
toria at 51.80 including tax 
and postage.

January is usually a dull 
and miserable month and in 
1971 was no exception with 
only 12 minutes of sunshine in 
the last 10 days.

A golden eagle was reported 
on Jan. 3 and very unusual 
numbers of Bonaparte’s gulls 
but there was little else of in¬ 
terest until the black brant 
began to appear at the end of 
February. 

When a couple of pygmy 
owls was located in March, no 
one guessed what a great 
year for owls it was going to 
be though a long-eared owl in 
Victoria on March 19, only 
five days after the first 
pygmy, might have given a 
premonition. March 'also pro¬ 
duced a rough-legged hawk in 
Duncan. 

Birdwatchers’ telephones 
were busily ringing on April 
10 when a mountain bluebird 
appeared near Rithet’s Bog. 
The first of the migrating 
peeps appeared shortly after 
that and all binoculars were 
alerted for the spring migra¬ 
tion. By the end of the month 
the number of Brandt’s cor¬ 
morants, Western gulls, Arc¬ 
tic loons and Bonaparte’s 
gulls at Active Pass had to be 
seen to be believed. 

May was rarity month and 
several species normally as¬ 
sociated with the Interior 
were spotted, such as Western 
kingbird, lazuli bunting and 
yellow-headed blackbird while 
unusual shorebirds like knot 
and marbled godwit were also 
sighted. 

Tremendous excitement 
was caused on May 22 when a 
green-backed hummingbird 
appeared, and the another in 
June. Was it a new species for 
Canada? Hastily the entries 
were made in the life lists and 
it wasn’t until March that the

He said that in 1970 only 
37.6 per cent of municipal tax 
revenue was used to provide 
services such as sewer, water 
and roads. 

He warned that if current 
trends continue, municipal¬ 
ities will find themselves un¬ 
able to provide these essential 
services.

LONDON (CP) — Many nuclear scientists 
are worried that terrorists may eventually be able 
to steal radioactive plutonium from power plants 
and convert it into bombs. 

Prof. Joseph Rotblat of London, secretary of 
the six-day Pugwash conference which ended its 
closed meeting at Oxfoid University Tuesday, said 
Wednesday this concern was expressed by many 
delegates who called for a special international 
organization to deal with the threat. 

The spread of nuclear power plants, to be aug¬ 
mented shortly by fast-breeder reactors, was a 
major topic at the conference attended by 200 East- 
West delegates. The conference takes its name from 
the first gathering in Nova Scotia in 1957. 

Rotblat told a London reporter that guerrillas 
might be able to produce their own nuclear bomb 
and use it for blackmail. 

“Once you have got hold of a sufficient amount 
of plutonium the method of exploding it might not 
be very efficient—but it would still be a nuclear 
explosion,” he said.

Crowded Schools Irk Parents

DUNCAN — Cowichan 
school district has another 
problem on its hands regard¬ 
ing crowded conditions in the 
elementary schools. Parents 
at Crofton elementary recent¬ 
ly complained over the shift 
system the school, and the 
board has yielded to their pro¬ 
posal for a makeshift annex. 

Now parents at Drinkwater 
elementary school are upset 
over the high pupil-teacher 
ratio at the school, and have 
contacted elementary educa¬ 
tion director Bob Moss and 
district superindendent Har¬ 
vey MacKirdy in an attempt 
to have the ratio lowered. 

In an interview, MacKirdy 
said the board has already 


discussed the problem, and 
had come up with three tenta¬ 
tive solutions; change the 
school boundaries in order to ' 
cut down the population, 
parents could voluntarily 
move their children to an¬ 
other school, or pull the entire 
grade seven class out of the 
school, and distribute the stu¬ 
dents over other elementary 
schools. 

“None of these are ideal so¬ 
lutions,” MacKirdy said. 
“The solution would be to ap¬ 
point another teacher, but the 
board can’t do it. The finan¬ 
cial situation in the district is 
such that the board had to cut 
back eight elementary teach¬ 
ers this year. Drinkwater was 
one school where the staff 
was reduced, because of the

low pupil-teaoher ratio at the 
time." 

He also said the school has 
only six classrooms. Last 
years grade seven class used 
the school stage for a 
classroom. 

Mrs. Christine Proctor, 
spokesman for the Drink¬ 
water Parents’ Association, 
said Wednesday school enrols- 
ment is up by 15 pupils this 
year, and can be expected to 
increase during the year, as a 
$0 house subdivision is under 
construction near the school. 
The school now has a pupil- 
teacher ratio of 34.1 to one, 
the highest in the district. 

All grades at the school, ex¬ 
cept the grade seven class, 
are split, meaning each teach¬ 
er is trying to teach a class 
composed of two grades. 


parents are concerned that 
the overcrowding, in canjino- 
tion with the split classes, will 
hamper their children’s edu¬ 
cation, and are determined to 
get same action on the Issue. 

hlacKirdy’s suggestions will 
be presented to a Parent’s As¬ 
sociation meeting next weak. 
MacKirdy added the parents 
might write the department of 
education on the problem.

DUNCAN — C. A. (Bob) Ho¬ 
ward is retiring as choirmaster and 
organist of St. John’s Anglican 
Church after 32 years of faithful 
service to his church and his com¬ 
munity.

Once again rebel forces are 
out to have the leadership of 
B.C.’s biggest union out of of¬ 
fice. 

And once again they aren’t 
given much chance of suc¬ 
cess, even by some of those 
who have tried and failed be¬ 
fore. 

“I wish them all the luck in 
the world, but it will require 
more than luck,” Syd Thomp¬ 
son said Wednesday night. 

Thompson, president of the 
7,000-member Vancouver local 
of the International Wood¬ 
workers of America, was 
commenting on the campaign 
of dissident fallers to defeat 
the regional IWA executive at 


next month’s biennial elec¬ 
tions. 

Whatever opposition there 
Is will show up when nomina¬ 
tions are called at the annual 
coast region convention which 
begins Oct. 2 in Vancouver. 

Regional president Jack 
Moore and his executive have 
been under fire for years in a 
union where tough internal 
politics seem the natural out¬ 
growth of a super-democratic 
structure. 

All matters go to the re¬ 
gion's membership (about 
42,000 in Western Canada) 
and this dictates a fair 
amount of politicking. There 
has also long been a power 
struggle between the regional 
officers and the influential 
leaders of some of the big 
coast locals.

The problems faced by 
working women are not 
always clear to men, especial¬ 
ly outgoing B.C. Labor Min¬ 
ister James ChatiSt, accord¬ 
ing to Mrs. Sproule-Jones. 

‘‘Mr. Chabot didn't have a 
clue that there was even a 
problem concerning women,” 


she said. She based her 
assessment on meetings she 
and others had with Chabot to 
deal with the status of 
women. 

“Having worked as an om¬ 
budsman as Mrs. Brown has, 
she has not spent her time in 
an ivory tower but has been 
right there seeing the prob¬ 
lems that exist,” Mrs. 
Sproule-Jones said. 

Social Worker 

Mrs. Brown was an om¬ 
budsman for the Status of 
Women Action co-ordinating 
Council in Vancouver, was a 
social worker and a coun¬ 
sellor at the University of 
British Columbia.

“She would be accepted, I 
am sure, on the basis of fulll 
equality.” 

Because of her knowledge 
of women's problems, Mrs. 
Brown would be able to help 
“bring about full equality In 
the economy.” 

Mrs. Brown is black, and 
because of this would un¬ 
doubtedly have the under¬ 
standing that is required to 
bring improvements In the 
field of human rights, so clo¬ 
sely connected with labor, 
Ryan said.

NANAIMO ~ More light 
has been shed on the reasons 
for a recommendation from 
the city’s advisory planning 
commission calling for rejec¬ 
tion of a plan for enlargement 
of Nanaimo harbor. 


Added Berths 


“We rejected this plan on 
its merits,” Hodgson said. 

The plan would see two ad¬ 
ditional berths added to the 
three berths already at the 
downtown assembly wharf. In 
addition, about 145 acres of 
land would be created through 
dredging of the harbor. This 
land would house a major 
forest products terminal and 
several new industries when 
completed. 

No Action 

The city council committee 
took no action on the recom¬ 
mendation from the planners 
and they will make no recom¬ 
mendations at this time fo the 
regular council in open ses¬ 
sion. 

Instead, according to Mayor 
Frank Ney, council members 
will meet with members of 
the Nanaimo Harbor Commis¬ 
sion in about two weeks for a 
thoi'ough discussion of the 
project. 

Plan Neeilod 

Ney admits the project is 
badly needed in Nanaimo. 

“This will create jobs, both 
during its construction and 
when it goes into operation. It 
is also necessary if we arc to 
survive as a port city and 
this, needless to say; is essen¬ 
tial to the vevy economy oT 
the .entire Central Island 
area.''

The dredging of the harbor 
would bring the total depth of 
the approach channel and the 
larger, new berths, to 45 feet. 

This depth was chosen, har¬ 
bor commission spokesmen 
say, to provide for ships up to 
nearly 50,000 deadweight tons 
and to accommodate the 
larger international trading 
vessels which ply the Panama 
Canal which is 39 feet in 
depth. 

The Panama plays an im¬ 
portant part in the shipment 


of forest products from the 
west coast since major mar¬ 
kets are located on the east¬ 
ern seaboard of the United 
States and in Great Britain 
and continental Europe as 
well as in Japan. 

With no indication yet when 
the transport department will 
hand down its report and with 
the environment department 
report expected within the 
next six to eight weeks, it 
could be well into the new 
year before a decision will be 
finally handed down on the 
development. 

It is expected to take about 
30 months to complete. This 
means the newly expanded 
port of Nanaimo will not like¬ 
ly be in operation for about 
three-and-a-half years.

Will Labor Portfolio 
Be Rosemary’s Baby? 
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Firehall 


To Face Financing

&ALICUM BEACH — Vil- 
aldermen and members 
the volunteer fire depart- 
ent have discussed the pos¬ 
sibilities of building a new 
> hall, but council will first 
ake time to consider plans 
and financing before making 
any definite decision. 

Fireman John Fletcher de¬ 
scribed his sketch plan for a 
three bay hall at a recent 
meeting of council. The plan 
includes a recreation and 
training area above. 

The present tower, said 
Fletcher, is not high enough. 
A new one would be higher to 
prevent damage to brass ends 
when hoses are hung to dry. 

Fletcher’s plan calls for the 
closing off of a section of 
Primrose Street behind the 
present fire hall. The present 
structure would be demo¬ 
lished when the new facility is 
in use. 

Fletcher said that the three 
bays woyld have doors at 
each end so that the vehicles 
would not have to be backed 
in. He pointed out that many 
of the volunteers do not regu¬ 
larly drive large trucks so 
have trouble backing the fire 
truck. 

The bays would be large 
enough so that the men could 
work around the trucks and 
this would be an advantage 
for training purposes. 

Cost of the 2,200 square foot 
building and the tarmac 
driveways would be approxi¬ 
mately $40,000 Fletcher es¬ 
timates. Construction would 
be concrete blocks covered 
with cedar siding. Shrubs 
could be planted after the 
present building has been re¬ 
moved which Fletcher be¬ 
lieves would then give the 
area a pleasing appearance. 

The upper floor would cover 
part of the bays and would be 
used for recreation and train¬ 
ing areas. At a later date the 
area could be increased for 
sleeping accommodation if 
full time firemen are em¬ 
ployed. 

Hugh Gilmour, the fire 
chief, said that the firemen 
are prepared to do the finish¬ 
ing work on the recreation 
area. Fletcher said that the 
social side of the fire depart¬ 
ment is essential for holding 
the firemen's interest in the 
department. 

Location of the fire hall was 
discussed. The firemen agree 
that the present position is the 
best. Gilmour said that it is 


centrally located so the fire¬ 
men can get to the hall quick¬ 
ly in answer to an alarm and 
vehicles can get to fires with 
the minimum of delay. 

There would be space for 
the District 69 ambulance in 
the new building. At present it 
is housed in a garage at¬ 
tached to the fire hall. 

Aldermen approve the idea 
of a new fire hall, but need 
time to consider the plans and 
financing. 

The present hall was built 
in 1948 at a cost of $2,500. 


A letter has been received 
from Mr. D. F. Graham who 
wants to put in a trailer court 
for mobile homes on his prop¬ 
erty on Dogwood Rd. It would 
be necessary to hold a public 
meeting and rezone the area 
for this use. 

Aldermen are not prepared 
to rezone the land at present. 
There is no village water 
there and no paved roads 
leading to it.

He asked council permission 
to install gas tanks and 
pumps so that he could sell 
gas. He said that he had ap¬ 


proached the Shell Oil Com¬ 
pany and it is prepared to 
supply the tanks and used 
pumps. He would dig the 
holes and back fill them and 
run electrical power to the 
pumps. 

Huntley wants to clear an 
area of land and build a*han- 
gar which would contain a 
workshop. He showed aider- 
men plans of his proposed 
developments and asked for 
permission to proceed. 

The aldermen see that there 
is a need for ensuring an or¬ 
derly development of the air¬ 
port and feel that consider¬ 
able thought should be given 
to this. 

The council will consider 
Huntley’s requests while 
working out a plan of develop¬ 
ment.

In answer, the assistant dep¬ 
uty attorney-general said that 
there is an insufficient 
number of cases to be heard 
here so people have to go to 
court in Parksville.

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Man Loses Severed Finger 


A 64-year-old Saanich man 
who put off part of one finger 
In a construction accident 
Tuesday morning drove with 
it more than five miles to the 
Victoria police station, where 
two policemen then helped

Victoria police said William 
McCall of 3214 Wordsworth 
was working alone on a home 
construction job off Interur- 
ban in Saanich at about 10 
a.m. when he cut off part of 


one finger on his left hand 
while using a saw. 

There was no phone in the 
area, so McCall drove to the 
Victoria station, apparently 
because he knew it wasn't far 
from a hospital. Two officers 
took him and the severed 
finger to Victoria General 


Hospital, where his condition 
was said to be good. 

McCall’s wife said later 
doctors decided it was not 
possible to re-join the severed 
finger, but were attempting to 
save another finger badly in¬ 
jured in the accident.

Trustees were invited to a 
meeting tentatively ^arranged 
for Tuesday, which is to be at¬ 
tended by the dump operator, 
a health board representative 
Esquimalt MLA-elect Jim 
C.orst, and Capital Regional 
Board representative Earl 
Pallister. 

Trustees were also told that 
the dump operator has been 
advised to introduce more 
clean wood waste and petrole¬ 
um. fuel to accelerate the fire 
and draught in an attempt to 
hasten the end of the prob¬ 
lem. 

However, a written report 
to the meeting from L. A. 
Benham, assistant director of 
B.C.’s environmental ser¬ 
vices. said it is impossible for 
anyone to institute any mea¬ 
sure which will immediately 
douse the fire. 

Draw Guide 

Benham suggested a long¬ 
term anproach of round table 
discussion by all agencies to 
draw up a guide for the dis¬ 
posal of industrial waste. 

But Langford firechief Alan 
LeQucsne disagreed that the 
fire could not be extinguished. 

"It’s not impossible but it 
boils down to a question of 
dollars and cents.” he said in 
an interview earlier Tuesday. 

If enough equipment were 
used to turn the entire landfill 
upside down, covering the fill 
with numerous layers of soil, 
the fire could be put out, said 
LeQuesne. 

But he doubted that any 
level of* government—regional 
or provincial—would be will¬ 
ing to go to these expensive 
lengths. 

He had estimated that the 
fire would burn for at least 
two years if left alone but 
said the span could be short¬ 
ened to about five months if 
machines were used to loosen 
material so that it can burst 
in.) flames insead of simply 
smouldering. 

Until now the fire has been 
burning abou 30 to 40 feet 
under the surface of the dump 
causing thick layers of smoke 
in the surrounding area. 

I^eQuesne has been receiv¬ 
ing complaints about the 
smoke and odor from residents 
of Thetis Heights in the 
; Phelps and Bellamy areas I 
| and from other Highlands res¬ 
idents. 

They have pointed out that 
this is the second fire in the 
dump in as many years and 
that it is worse than the first 
one.

Scientists Fear 

N-Plants 
May Arm 
Terrorists 


LONDON (CP) — Many nuclear scientists 
are worried that terrorists may eventually be able 
to steal radioactive plutonium from power plants 
and convert it into bombs. 

Prof. Joseph Rotblal of London, secretary of 
the six-day Pugwash conference which ended its 
closed meeting at Oxford University Tuesday, said 
Wednesday this concern was expressed by many 
delegates who called for a special international 
organization to deal with the threat. 

The spread of nuclear power plants, to he aug¬ 
mented shortly by fast-breeder reactors, was a 
major topic at the conference attended by 200 East- 
West delegates. The conference takes its name from 
the first gathering in Nova Scotia in 1957. 

Rotblat told a London reporter that guerrillas 
might be able to produce their own nuclear liomb 
and use it for blackmail. 

"Once you have gol hold of a sufficient amount 
of plutonium ihe method of exploding il might nnl 
he very efficient—but il would still he a nuclear 
explosion," he said.
